Superintending School Gommitter. 


Tt is not that anything startling, or even unusually flattering, can be 
‘presented, that invests the preparation of a school report with in- 
terest to the mind of your committee. But the reflection that such 
report is in some way connected with the best interests of many 
thinking, reasoning beings, many whose future for weal or woe is 
being determined in part at least by the influences surrounding them 
at school, gives interest to all my official duties in relation to the 
schools. True, no personal interest is felt growing out of the fact 
of having children there, but the question is constantly recurring, 
what would I wish or do in the case, were these children mine? 
They are dear to somebody. they are sensitive to mental pleasure 
and pain, they are to act a part in the great drama of life, and above 
all they have a moral nature which retains impressions forever. It 
is pleasant to look upon the operations of a piece of nice machinery, 
to watch the growth of a rare plant or flower, or to mark the devel- 
opment of a favorite animal. But to one who values mind, who 
recognizes the pre-eminence of intellect, and sees the impress of 
divinity in the moral nature, the schoolroom isa privileged place, 
and any effort to give a right bias to the human mind is a work of 
great interest. Hence the dignity of the teacher’s mission and the 
immense value of the faithful teachers’ work. 

To say that the schools haye been all that could be wished would 
not be wise; to say they have been a failure would not be true. 
The teachers have patiently and faithfully toiled on, sometimes in 
sunshine, sometimes amid clouds and discouragements, but akways 
with a good degree of cheerful zeal. No teacher has failed to do 
what she thought best under the circumstances, and with the highest 
good of the school in view. In whatever else they may have failed, 
it has not been in indolence or carelessness. Very little complaint 
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has reached the ears of the-committee. The stale aid thread-bare 
complaint of partiality, has in a few cases been made. There are 
probably few pupits who are called to account, or are corrected for 
faults, but, at the moment think the teacher is partial. It is even so 
in family government. This general feeling among culprits, only goes 
to show the impartiality of the governor. Injustice has probably 
been done in no case, and had full justice been done in all cases 
some would doubtless have fared worse. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


There has been no change of teachers in this district during the 
year. 
Tne Primary ScHoon 


Has been under the care of Miss Emma A. Hervey. This is a diffi- 
cult and trying station for any teacher, and ina great majority of 
cases will result in partial failure if the teacher is inexperienced. 
It is a most pernicious mistake that almost any one can teach a pri- 
mary school. If there is one school in town that requires a teacher 
of skill and experience it is this primary school. This has been 
Miss Hervey’s first experience in teaching, and though she has heen 
faithful and zealous yet the school has not been a success, simply be- 
cause under the circumstances it could not.be. Let it not be sup- 
posed however, that it is the fault of the teacher alone that has oper- 
ated in this case to detract from the value of the school. The room 
in which this school is held is quite unfit for the purpose. It is so 
small the pupils are crowded together in the most compact manner, 
and still there were the last term sixteen more scholars there then 
are seats in the room. No teacher can make the school what it 
should be, in that room with the present number of pupils. 

Your Committee would suggest the propriety of placing this 
school in the room now occupied by the intermediate school. The 
only expense incurred would be in exchanging the school furniture 
and procuring a few new desks, which is a mere trifle compared with 
the loss that is sustained in the present state of things. If this is 
deemed impracticable then another room should be obtained and the 
school divided which would be the better order of the two, and the 
more expensive. If but one teacher is to be employed, by all means 
remove the school to a larger room. 

Then the pay in this department is quite inadequate. More wear- 
ing labor is required here than in any other school in town, and yet 
the remuneration is the least. This appears impolitic and unwise. 
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True, you may get somebody that will undertake all this labor for 
the mere pittance offered, but in so doing the school will be ruined. 
This policy is much us ifa farmer should employ a skillful man to 
care for his older and stronger cattle, and an mexperienced boy to 
have charge of the calves and lambs, which any one can see would be 
detrimental te his interests. I would by no means say that the teach- 
er in the Grammar School has too high a salery, but it is impossibl, 
for me to see why the teacher in the Primary School should have but 
little more than half as much, with very many more pupils and much 
harder work. Let me suggest that ten dollars per month be added 
to the teachers’ salary in this school, and a person of skill and ex- 
perience be employed for the coming year. It is not a fit place for 
young teachers to learn the first principles of teaching. Better put 
such in the Grammar School if one must be employed in either. I 
would here reiterate the words of the former committee; ‘‘The im- 
portance .of the Primary School cannot be overrated. Here the 
child must learn what a school is, how to behave, and how to study 
when in school. The work well done here will never be lost in sub- 
sequent life. On the contrary, if bad habits be established, a wrong 
direction be given to the mind, it must be followed by injurious con- 
sequences that will be lasting. The teacher in a Primary School 
holds a situation, in many respects far more responsible than are in any 
other grade of schools.” In spite of disadvantages, this school has 
made progress during the year. Reading and spelling are of course 
the chief studies. The class in the third reader made much improve- 
ment during the winter term, especially in spelling and defining. 
Also classes in Primary Arithmetic and Geography did well. Miss 
Hervey has reason to count on success as a teacher, but it would be 
better to get some experience in less difficult schools. 


THe INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


Has been taught by Miss Hattie E. Sanborn. The school has made 
commendable progress in most of the branches pursued. Reading 
and writing have received a good share of attention, and with marked 
results. There are some good readers for their years in this school, 
and they show a willingness to drill, anda desire to excel in this 
azt. Other classes also appeared well. The order maintained in 
the schoo! has been tolerably good through the year, and has improv- 
ed each term, so that the order of the winter term was good, even 
with an increased number of scholars. 

This school with its present number of scholars, and probably for 
some years to come, might be well accomodated in the room now oc- 
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eupied by the Primary School, a change which could not fail to be 
productive of good to the district, as this school would disturb the 
school in the adjoining room less than the Primary School does. 

Reference to the table appended wili show that the attendance in 
this school is the worst of any school in town. In this thereis some- 
thing wrong, and the parents should attend to it. There is no ap- 
parent reason why these scholars should be less punctual and con- 
stant than the smaller ones in the Primary School. 


THE GRAMMAR ScHooL 


Has been in charge of Miss Mattie W. Haley, whose reputation as a 
teacher is too well established to need a word of commendation. She 
is not a model teacher but comes much nearer that point than the 
average. The order maintained in her school was excellent and the 
improvement commendable. Here our new work on Geography was 
tested, and the pupils took credit to themselves and gave credit to 
the book. What they have learned of this science for the last two 
terms is not to be forgotten. Reading and Grammar were excellent 
considering the age of the pupils. But the peculiar feature of the 
school was Mental Arithmetic which was studied by the entire school. 
The examination of this class was very satisfactory showing as it 
did a pretty thorough understanding of the text book, and of the 
general principles on which it is founded. 


DISTRICT NO, 2. 


This school has had two teachers. The Summer term was taught 
by Miss Camelia M. Gilson. It was her first effort at teaching, and 
was attended with a good degree of success. She is prompt and en- 
thusiastic, and succeeded in imparting these qualities to her pupils 
so far that this was the most ready school in town in the summer. 
Answers were required to be given immediately and positively. The 
best class in Mental Arithmetic in town in the summer was found in 
this school. 

Tue Winter TERM 


Was taught by Mr. R. H. Perkins, being his third winter in this 
district. He is a successful teacher and hada good school. Some 
of the pupils made great progress in writing. This school is quite 
in advance of all others in regularity of attendance, one third of the 
pupils being neither absent one half-day nor tardy during the term. 
Two, Misses R. Morse and Lizzie A. Morse, have neither been ab- 
sent nor tardy for seven successive terms, a fact that can hardly be 


paralleied. 
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CHANGE OF BOOoKs. 


if was deemed expedient, for reasons which need not be named 
here, to make some changes in text-books, and the general satisfac- 
tion expressed by both teachers and pupils, as well as the readiness 
with which it was performed by the parents, seemed to indicate that 
the time for such change was fully come. Is a change of books ex- 
pensive and wasteful? I wish to call attention especially to this point. 
I have placed in the schools $45 worth of Geographies at introducto- 
ry prices, (about $60 at retail prices), for which I received and sent 
to the publishers $29 50 in cash, and old books to balance $15 50, 
which could not be sold for five dollars, Besides this the publishers 
sent gratutiously a copy of the ‘‘“Teacher’s Editions” to each school 
which copies are worth two dollars each. I have the satisfaction of 
feeling that thus far the gain in this transaction has been wholly on 
the side of the patrons of the school; and I am of the opinion that a 
change might be made in the Arithmetics with like advantage both to 
the parents and the schools. 

The table appended will give a sumnary view of each school dur- 
ing the year in most of the points of interest. It will also indicate 
that the teachers have been faithful in making to the Superintendent 
proper returns in well kept registers. The whole number of pupils 
in town is one hundred and ninety-one of whom one hundred are 
boys, ninety-one girls. District No. 1, has 160 scholars and Dis- 
trict No. 2, has 31.
